' REPORT ON THE POLICE FORCE 
; ‘AND ORIME, * 

‘The Report of the Committee of the Le- 
gialative Council appointed: by 5. K, the 
Governor ‘to consider certain matters con- 
nected with the Police Force and Crime” 
has beén issued. It is a bulky document of 
126 pages, and contains, besides the Com- 
mittee’s Report, the evidence taken during 
ita sittings, aud many officlal papers refer- 
ring to the subjects dealt with. Wa ro- 
P¥oduce this evening tho last half of the 
Report, as it is the most Important portion, 
reserving the first half (which deals with 
the strength, composition, duties, d&o., of 
the Police Force) for another day. , 

ORIME IN HONGKONG. 
22.—Cartain papora have been laid before 
the Committee with respect to crime in 
Hongkong for the past few years, with the 
view of eliciting thelr opinions upon them. 

The bubject ia too wide and complicated 
to be dealt with paesusieety inthe Report, 
and the Conimittee will, therefore, chiefly 
coufine their remarks to the questions pro- 
minently raised by Mr Deano’s letter from 
Bath of the 26th November, 1877,. which 
appears, together with a ‘ Return of cases 
of “erious Crime from 1867 to 1876,” in tho 
Appendix at p. vi. Mr Doane points out 
tha} the mothod. which has boen followed 
for several years in his departinent of divid- 
ing: rune into serious anid minor offences is 
arbitrary, and, it would keem, that the bulk 
of c.ses which each year find themselves 
classified a3 eerious ought not to appear in 
that category at all. .¥or-inatance, spoak- 


ing of Highway Robbery in 1575, Mr Deano 
says ‘of tho reports of Highway Robbery 
two y, <e fa'se, and in efght dares the pro- 
perty .tolen was so small,-as to average 
under the value of $4 in each onea, On 
one ocoasion on'y was -property worth more 
than §25 stolen.” The obief increase has 
been in cases of simple larceny, and it is” 
owing to this panspally, it might be said+ 
entirely, that the apparent. increase of 
‘aerious crimes’ exists.” 

23.—Such beiag the case, are these ra- 
turhe, regarded as atatistios, fallacious? 
And why has not another manner of 
gtouping orlmes been adopted? Take for 
éxamplo the cases under the head of 
“Burglary” in Mr Deane’s ‘ Return.” 
The torm is suggestive of a very serioua 
order of crime indeed, These casos rose 
from 62-in 186 to 27-4 in 1870, maiatained 
nearly the sa.) standord in 1871, aad 
gradually deorcased year by year till tn 
1874 they had fallen fo 09, since when they 
have fluctuated to no very marked extent 
year by yoar. Now as to this particular 
offenée, the Committee call attention ‘to 
the following passages from Mr Croagh’s 
evidence !— , 


“Mr Oreagh—In 1876 there is a large 
increase in larceny froma dwelling house 
and burglary, but these were classed to- 
gether. A very small proportion’ of these, 
tere burglaries I fancy.  Larcenies too, 
increased in 1876,” : 

“Hon, T. O, Hayllae—When you quote 
statistics the first thing is to know the key. 
Jf you ssy in 1871 two olasses of offences 
were olassed as burglary, you might make 
any gort of inference,” ; 

“‘ Mr Oreagh—~{ don’t say they are classed 
as burglary, I ‘say they” are classed to- 
gether ; they are both put down together, 
so that-you cannot say ‘how many there 
were of each} now last year I separated 


4them ;. of -course laroony in a dwellin, 


house is a different: thing from burglary.” 
(pre 58 and 64.) ; pu 

It is, indovd,-so very different a thing 
that, when wo find that it has been “a very 
long established practice ‘in the police to 
class them together” (p, 54), the fact goos 
a long way to shake confidence in the police 
‘returns ag ptatistics, - . 


INCREASE OF ORIME, 


24.—Taking, however, the tables as they 
stand for the past ten years, and allowing’ 
a like average of deductions each year for 
false reports, slightness of the nature of 
offences claased as serious, and the like, it 
is impossible to rosist the conclusion that 
crime on the whole has boon increaning since 
the year 1874, ‘ 


25,—The causes of this increase are purely 
conjectural, The steady incremont of the 
population as suggested by Mr Deano in hig 
already quoted letter, “doubtless accounta 
for much, amines and floods on the 
mainland and consequent destitution inay 
also have had considerable effent aa suggest 
ed by Mr Creagh in his anoual report for 
1877, Mr Oreagh also attributes some of 
the increase to salt smuggling, which, in hia 
opinion, has in recent times brought into 
the colony 8 set of desperate men often 
armed to the teeth, who have no honost 
mesus of getting a living and who “in the 
natatal course of things would take to other 
orimes.” (p. p. 55 and 56.) Gambling, 
also, which 1s an offence which becomes at 
times yery rife and ia with great difficulty 
suppressed, is beyond question a fruitfal 
source of crime, “‘Lheinsufliclently guarded 
state-of the town at night has, in the opi- 
nion of the Committee, probably had more 
to do with the increase in some classes of 
offences than any other oause, and it is of. 
course possible that an ungrounded bellef 
in thetotal abolition of corporal punishment 
may have, for & time, infinonced the growth 
of others, (App., pep: xvi and xij

27.—The renewal of an attempt like the 
foregoing ‘originating in the harbour or 
coming from the mainland ought to be ren- 
dered an impossibility by--a judicious use 
of steam-launches, -but atill additional pre- 
cautions should be taken fn tho way of a 
further armament of the police. -Up* to 
1870 the Indians; who then composed the

CORPORAL PUNISHMENT, 


28.—The papors and other ovidenge laid 
before the Committee bring under their 
consideration tho subjecta of-public flogging, 
depertation, and the p:as and light systems, 
With respeot to. the, first of these, the 
Committee, adopting the words of Lord 
Carnarvon in his despatch of the 8rd 
January, 1878 (App., p. xi), ara “by no 
means opposed to the use of corporal 
punishment within proper limits, with the 
due safeguards, and when‘applied to par- 
tioular offences,” and they alao think with 
him ‘‘that the praotice of flogging prisoners 
in public’ cannot be usefnl, and may- easily 
become demoralising.” They notice with 
satisfaction that similar views are unani- 
mously entertained by thase officers of the 
Government to whom the subject has been 
recently referred. (App., pp. ix., x., xil., 
xiii., xiv., and xv.) 


© NDITIONAL PARDONS AND DEPORTATIO N, 


'29,—Thoe Committee agree with Mr Doane 
that the ‘aystem of granting conditional 
pardons, is one of worse than doubtful 
efficiency, inasmuch as it takes men out of 
gaol who ought to be working out the 
sentences inflicted upon them by the Courts, 
and by destroying the certainty of such 
sentences belng fully carrled ont, impairs 
their effect. (p. 37.) When combined 
with branding, men are turned out of gaol, 
whose subsequent careers are difficult to 
trace, but who, it ts “all but certain, can 
never here fter obtain an honest living in 
this’Colony or on the mainland, 

With regard to the system «f deporta- 
tion, it should be: confined to the cases of 
habitual offenders and should bo only 
emp'oyed in addition to,and not in aubsti- 
tion for imprisonment, When so used, the 
Committee think the systom may, on the 
whole, be of utility, and recommend its 
continuance. If, as is believed by séme

THE GAOL. 


31.—The Committee find cause for con- 
gratulation in the efforts now being directed | 
towards making the Gaol a place of more 
effective punishment, than it hitherto seems 
to have been. Tho introduction of ‘the 
Separate. syatem is beyond all’ qiiostion 
caloulated to have a most beneficial effect 
(p.p. 24, 25, 82, 83), but the Committes think 
that tte operation may well be confined to 
prizonera undergolog sentences for felony 
and the more serious forms of misdemeans; 
ours, and should not be extended to mon 
{mprigoned ‘for ‘petty offences, such as 
common assault or in default‘of payment 
of fines, , 

The aystem of a scale of marke by which 
remission of sentences will be placed on a 
sound and fntelligible footing, about to ba 
introduced by Me Tonnochy to the Govorn- 
ment, and explained by him in his evidence. 
(p.p. 82, 83 and 84) meets with the thorough 
approbation -of. the Oommittet. No’ plan. 
could be hotter devised to promote dia. 
cipline and render punishmont salutary 
than one which makes hia release depon@ont 
on the prisoner’s-own efforts and good 
conduct, Mr: Tonnooby’s suggestion for. 
the formation of a fund for the purpose off 
providing prisonéra with pecuntary’ roliof 
on their leaving gaol is also-one worthy the 
attentive consideration of the Government, 
(p. 84.) The reduction {a the scale of diet 
recently carried out under instructions from 
the Governor is a atep calculated to produce 
4 wholesome effect, Mr Tonnochy told us 
that-the maintenance of a rigid discipline 
in aearobisg for and taking away the ” 
forbidden inxuries by which prisoners often ; 
seek to aofton the rigour of their condition, 
had, proved so. sucoossful a measuro, that 
‘wheroas generally old offenders used to‘be 
back in 24 hours after their hontai he 
had, after keeping tho atcictost scrutiny, 
found that but two had roturned within 
nearly three months, (p. 82.) The deprivas 
tion’ of, luxuries is probably as great a 
pucishment to the class ~f men from whom 
tho bulk of the prisoners in Victoria como, 
as Incarceration itaelf, and so far as 1s con» 
sistent with the propor proservation of their 
health they should be deprived of thum 
For instance, pork,—which as an‘ edible 


sexy possesses the highust attractions for 


hese mon, should, the Committee think, - 
only be given to them whon in the opinion 
of the Colonial Surgeon and the Super. 
intondent of the Gaol, it is required in 
order to keep them in health, 
Finally the Committee are glad'to find 

that the friction ‘between the Gaol and 
Police ‘authorities, which in former years 
often formed a subject of complaint, han 
now disappoarad, and thatthe two depart. 
ments work togother in a manner which

* Porsonally I go beyond this opinion, 1 
think. that much ‘of the evidence laid before the 
Committeo shows that both systoms not only do 
not enawor any good purpose, but that thoy ara 
positively mischievous, In tho first place it is 
admitted that, according to Mr Crongh, 29 men 
out of 30, and according to the Chairman of the 
Committes, who has had better opportunitics — 
than any one else of forming o just estimate, 99 
out of 100, of-those arrcated for being without 
lights or passes ere “ innocont men; chhir coolios 
and soon.” (p. 48,)° This fact sooms to me to 
dispose of Mr Deano’s argament in favour of the 
system that it “ gives you an oxcuse for appro. 
hending” tho deportes. “ You may not be euro 
who he is, and you can bring him up and inquire 
comfortably.” It seems that you so very seldom 
eatch your deportes by these means, that asa 
method of detection it is scarcely worth while 
taking it into consideration. Any one oan carry 
a light, and, i passes. are‘ easily obtainable, -A law : 
therefore 8d'easily evaded and so unequal in ita 
operation: cannot surely have the good éffoct 
claimed for it. But my objections do not sto: 
‘hore, One hag been brought to our notice whieh: 
strikes me as‘ fatal, I allude to the fact that it. 
takes ‘a constable off his beat to arrest a 
man without light or pass ;” it takes hima “long 
time to go to the Central Station, and then his 
heat is joined to tho noxt best, that is, one cons 
stablo has to look after two beats.” (Mr, Creagh’s 
evidence, p. 48.) It is still moro probable that 
during hia absence tho beat ‘s not looked 
after at all, So strongly doos this ‘view of 
the system seem to have struck the: practical 
minds of the Inspoctors that during the late 
autnmnal panic, although “no ordor was ever 
given to any ono in the police, and the 
constables had no order whatover about -night 
passes, the impression among the Inspectors 
was that there were more important things 
to attend te.” So that “when crime is inoreng- 
ing,” that is at the vory time when tho utility of 
the system is on, its trial, “ these things are, 
dropped, because they take men from their ° 
beats.” (p. 49.) Nor is this all, for the system 
is liablo to be worked by thieves for their own 
purposes. ‘There ia always this danger,” saya 
Mr Deane, “ about working this Ordinance, that 
it is eo easy for a gang of thieves to send one 
ahead to get.taken up” (p, 20); and 
this ia a-taso which “ might havo happened yery 
easily without our hearing of it.” (p, dd,)—-
